Explanation 

All  of  the  figures  in  this  summary  are  taken  directly  from 
the  district  plan  reports  or  from  other  material  produced  to  accompany 
each  district  plan  (excepting  several  adjustments  made  by  the  editors 
as  noted  in  the  footnotes ) . 

Since  the  district  plans  were  made  "by  5  separate  teams  em- 
ploying various  methods,  there  is  some  lack  of  uniformity  in  these 
figures. 

Estimates  of  population  and  housing  were  made  for  1958-60 
without  benifit  of  the  I960  census.  Corrected  I960  census  figures 
have  been  included  with  each  district  population  summary  to  show  the 
accuracy  of  the  estimate.  Working  from  adjusted  1950  census  data  In 
i960  accounts  for  an  over  estimate  of  some  50,000  persons  for  the  city 
total.  This  discrepancy  may  suggest  that  the  proposals  for  1980  should 
also  be  adjusted  downward. 

The  land  use  inventory  is  extremely  rough,  having  been  made 
in  most  cases  by  applying  an  acreage  grid  to  an  800-scale  land  use  map 
of  each  district.   For  a  comparative  city-wide  land  use  inventory  see 
also  19  50  General  Plan  for  Boston,  p.  31, 

A  small  map  is  included  to  show  boundaries  of  planning  dis- 
tricts and  the  sub-districts  defined  by  each  planning  team.
